Production of oranges.in Flor- 
ida has increased 239 percent in 
j the past twenty years and a fur- 
| ther production increase of approx- 
imately 30 percent is expected over 
the next three seasons, according 
to a study of the Florida orange 
industry recently released by Con- 
tinental Can Company.

Mt of Parathon solution necessary to 
| kill a 150 pound man is about three

One drop of TEPP, Parathon’ or 
Phosdrin concentrate on the skin 
of a small child will usually be 
fatal. 

If you elect: to use a toxic pesti- 
cide use maximum precautions. All 
highly toxic pesticides should be 
kept in a well-ventilated ‘storage 
place, which should be secured at 
all times by a lock. Under no cir- 
cumstances should a high toxic 
pesticide ever be brought into the 
home. Only household insecticides, 


hardware or food stores, should be! 
kept at home. These materials 
whcih are generally considered 
moderatel-y-to-slightly . toxic 
should be secured in a locked cab- 
inet or closet and by all means 
placed out of the reach of children.

In case of poisoning by a toxic 
pesticide, Get To A Doctor As 
Soon As Possible. 

If the poison was spilled on the 
skin, wash it off immediately and 
thoroughly with large amounts of 
soap and water. If the poison was, 
an organic phosphate, it is also de- 
sirable to ‘wash in rubbing alcohol 
of a dilute solution of washing or 
baking soda to neutralize any. re- 
maining phosphate compounds. 


If the poison was inhaled, move | 4 


the patient to open air. If breath- 
ing has stopped, give artificial 
respiration. 

If droplets of particles of poison 
have entered the eyes, flush thor- 
oughly with plain water. t
